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Fall Announcement Index 


HE most widely and thoroly read issue 
oe in the fifty-two weeks of the Pus- 

LISHERS WEEKLY is the Fall An- 
nouncement Number. It would be a hardened 
bookseller, indeed, or book lover, who could 
turn to this full announcement of what the 
season is to bring forth without some feeling 
of excitement and exhilaration, and, on the 
practical side, the announcement index sup- 
plies a most necessary key to where books 
are published. 

Figures of the first eight months of Amer- 
ican publishing indicate about a ten per-cent 
increase in the number of new titles since 
the year before, not a large enough increase 
to indicate any excited rivalry but sufficient 
to show that more books are coming out than 
was possible under the hard pressure of after- 
war conditions. The number has not yet 
reached the high point attained some years 
ago. 

It should be carefully noted by those using 
the announcement indexes that, beginning this 
year, announcement numbers have been put 
on a quarterly basis, and the PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY of July 7 included a title and author 
index to all books which publishers had to 
announce up to September Ist. This gives more 
prompt information than the former semi- 
annual method, and, with the first number 
in January, will come another announcement 
number, picking up any late season books that 
publishers did not. have ready to announce in 
this issue and carrying their program on to 
March, when the regular Spring Announce- 
ment Number comes out. 


Awards For Good Advertising 


T seems to us not inappropriate that we 

are able to print in this Fall Announce- 

ment Number a statement from the direc- 
tor of the Harvard Business School describ- 
ing the Harvard Advertising Awards which 
are now to be an annual event provided 
for by Edward W. Bok. The prizes are 
so carefully differentiated and so signifi- 
cant in size and value and the Harvard School 
is so eminently suited to care for the details 
that the effect of them cannot but be salu- 
tary and the announcements each year inter- 
esting. 

Book publishing has always been an indus- 
try that has found continual use for display 
advertising, and few industries use so large 
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a percentage of their gross income for this 
purpose. Book publishing, too, has always 
recognized the necessity of keying together 
the various types of advertising and publicity 
in order to produce the best results. Intell- 
igence of a high order has been and is ex- 
pended on working out results in this pecu- 
liar and difficult field. It is to be hoped that 
the judges will not be so enamored of the 
importance of national campaigns on trade- 
marked products that they cannot consider, 
also, the finesse and intelligence necessary to 
direct the advertising on copyrighted products. 
The difficulty of the book problem has not 
usually been understood by those in the gen- 
eral field of advertising, and its peculiarities 
and its general importance to the welfare of 
the country deserve more attention. 

While it is quite natural that these awards 
should have been suggested by the awards 
given for books, poems, plays, etc., it is to 
be hoped that this will not lead to any con- 
fusion in the public’s mind as to whether ad- 
vertising “literature” is on the exact par and 
importance with creative literature. This 
would be unfortunate. As has been so ably 
pointed out by Arthur Machen in his “Hiero- 
glyphics,” our language provides only this 
general word ‘literature’ to cover everything 
from political propaganda and advertising 
promotion to Don Quixote and Homer. Ex- 
cept, however, in moments of high emotion 
at ad men’s gatherings this confusion between 
literature and “literature” is not likely to oc- 
cur. 

There is one other thought that comes 
to mind with the announcement connected with 
the fact that there is a special award. for 
scientific research in advertising. In this con- 
nection, research into the exact relative com- 
mercial importance of the manufacturer and 
the advertising expert might be undertaken. 
The planners for book advertising are not 
likely to be confused as to the relative im- 
portance of H. G. Wells, author, and Robin- 
son Jones, advertising expert, but there ex- 
ists a general impression that such confusion 
as to fundamentals does occur often in the 
minds of ad experts handling some other 
lines of merchandise. Scientific research 
might establish the fact that inventor and 
manufacturer should share with the advertis- 
ing man the credit of sales success. 

It is important, incidentally, to the book- 
trade to find that there is a special award 
for typographical excellence. It must be ad- 
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mitted that advertisers have done much more 
than publishers for increasing public attention 
to the value of good typography and in a 
couraging study and design in this held. This 
has, in some cases, led to the idea that il 
types suitable for display are also Suitable 
for books, which is not the case. But on the 
other hand the makers of books are not the 
only people who have a right to judge of 
type excellencies, and it is to be remembered 
that our alphabet, developed from varying 
sources and Roman monuments rather than 
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from Roman books, has been the insPiration ea 
and standard for type design thru the many synd

When I decided to try the a not merely 
to advertise myself as a speaker, but to talk 
about books, always my first and dearest 
love, I found interested and helpful co-opera- 
tion both from the big stations and from the 
publishers. The idea was new to both parties 
but most of them were willing to take a 
chance. At my first talk I had a real case 
of stage fright....and this after years of the 
most trying sort of public speaking! But a 
speaker depends so much on the audience for 
inspiration. It is unnerving to talk into a 
funny little pillbox hanging on a well-sweep, 
with never a human eye to catch....with no 
tangible audience except a busy young man 
hurrying to and fro on many errands. 

Then, next time there were several people 
in the studio. That helped. Letters began to 
come in: I listened to other speakers myself, 
thru the receivers....little by little I began to 
visualize my audience. Now I feel quite at 
home with them, and my work is much easier 
and more natural. There was an amusing 
element in my realization of the widely dif- 
fering sorts of hearers. In the stations they 
warn you of the many jazz and comic-mono- 
log lovers. And I knew that several of 
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the publishers’ were listening-in to hear what 
it was like. I felt that 1 had to please them 
both. 

The hardest thing I had to do was the 
written summary of my talk which the sta- 
tions demanded at first. Such summaries are 
supposedly sent to the Chamber of Commerce 
files. There is no more annoying duty for a 
speaker accustomed to extempore talks than 
to write down what is to be said. We never 
say what we write, but at least it gives the 
gist of what we think. Then I considered it 
my duty to send a copy of this summary to 
the publishers who did not listen-in. But there 
was the horrid thought that, if they had not 
listened-in, they might judge it as they would 
judge a written review and wonder at my 
“jazz” style! 

As to the choice of books,....1I thought that 
matter more important than it is, at first. My 
arrangement being in the nature of publicity 
work, still allowed me freedom as a reviewer 
Some publishers had definite ideas about the 
sort of books they wanted handled. Others 
left the choice to me. Some were ready to 
risk the most ultra-modern “highbrow” mate- 
rial, others thought simpler novels, or “thrill- 
ers” would most interest the mixed audiences 
of the radio. 

And right here is where I learned a new 
point of view. Radio “fans” have a very 
pleasant way of writing you and telling you 
how much they enjoyed your talk, asking ad- 
vice about books, asking where to get the 
books you speak of, and sometimes even en- 
closing stamped envelopes for your answers. 
It is delightful, intimate, and very flattering. 
Sometimes thev write or phone to the station, 
other times they write to me direct care of the 
station. Sometimes they write to say they like 
the talks and hope I will continue them. Other 
times they are interested in some one particu- 
lar book. 

Here is where the surprise came in. The 
books that got the most response, that brought 
out the most interesting and most interested 
letters,....and the greatest number of stamped 
envelopes for reply, were not the popular 
novels, nor the “thrillers” but the useful and 
instructive books....and one book which is 
both, altho it has been in the forefront of 
public attention for other quite different 
reasons. 


A book on “what to eat.” sensible, modern 
ideas on choice of foods which interested me 
personally very much, seemed also to interest 
my hearers. I gave that talk at what is 
known as the “luncheon period,” two or two- 
thirty. And I received a number of letters, 
asking more information and enclosing stamps 
for reply, letters from business men written 
on office stationery.

1 told ‘ny tiseen 
hearers that it was not a book for young girls, 
as it would bore them to death, but that it was 
a book all mothers and guardians or teachers 
of young girls should read; and _ the letters 
I received were from just such people as 
ought to read it. 

Friends write or phone, but the letters from 
the unknown listeners are the most delightful 
feature of the radio work, and they show how 
many people do listen and are interested in 
what is said about books. I feel like a suc- 
cessful “colyumist” sometimes when these let- 
ters come in! 

It is a great mistake to believe that all 
radio fans are the sort who prefer jazz, or 
the comic monolog. Not ofly do many peo- 
ple of developed intelligence spend hours at 
their sets, but the radio is the salvation 0! 
isolated homesteads, farmhouses, even logging 
camps, sanitariums....places where there art 
people hungry for news of the outer world 
trained minds, or cruder ones eager to learn. 
Just as with the pictures, which at first ap- 
pealed to a lower order of intelligence only 
and now discover the need of a better ant 
finer grade of play, so do radio programs, by 
the changes this past season has made in ther, 
reflect the growing demand for a finer and 
more artistic type of offering.

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wenty-Five Years Ago in Fall Announcements 


_ The announcements for that year of Henry 
fr. Coates & Company included books by 
Castlemon and Ellis, but, for that matter, 
their announcements for many years back 
had always included Castlemon and Ellis. 
Coates & Company had been the successor 
of Porter & Coates, and, in turn, was suc- 
ceeded by John C. Winston & Company. The 
name of G. W. Dillingham Company brings 
to mind books that were the inevitable stock 
of every bookstore for many years, but which, 
once gone, have needed little resurrecting— 
Mary J. Holmes, Augusta Evans Wilson, Mar- 
ion Harland, etc. They were the prototypes 
of books which today are better manufactured 
and obtain even wider audiences. Dana Estes 
& Company had a large fall list of children’s 
books and old standards in holiday form. 

A long list of announcements from H. M. 
Caldwell Company of Boston bears testimony 
to the popularity of reprints of English stand- 
ard non-copyright books. The list included 
a popular fifty cent library that to some ex- 
tent paralleled Burt’s Home Library. A New 
York firm now almost forgotten was M. F. 
Mansfield & Company, which was active in re- 
printing uncopyright Kipling books, but whose 
life as a publisher was brief. Another al- 
most forgotfen name was that of the New 
Amsterdam Book Company, and many very 
creditable publishing efforts bore their imprint. 
During that year, they published “The Cath- 
edral” by J. K. Huysmans, South Sea book 
by Louise Becke and Austin Dobson’s “Life 
of Hogarth.” 

Robert Clarke Company of Cincinnati has 
been succeeded by Stewart Kidd. DeWolfe, 
Fiske & Company have left the publishing 
business, confining their interest to retailing 
and wholesaling. E. & J. B. Young & Com- 
pany have disappeared. W. R. Jenkins of 
Sixth Avenue was an active publisher and 
retailer in foreign books, textbooks and med- 
ical books. Both Cassell and Routledge have 
given up their own New York agencies, the 
former now being largely handled thru Funk 
& Wagnalls and the latter thru E. P. Dutton 
& Company. 

Many new publishing enterprises have de- 
veloped in this last quarter century, some 
so well established that it seems hard to real- 
ize that they have not been always in the field 
—George H. Doran & Company, has begun 
since the turn of the century, B. W. Huebsch, 
A. A. Knopf, Inc., Duffield & Company, Bont 
& Liveright, R. M. McBride & Company, Har- 
court, Brace & Company, Cosmopolitan Book 
Corporation, Marshall Jones Company, At- 
lantic Monthly Press, Thomas Seltzer, to men- 
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tion first those in the field of general pub- 
lishing, Dorrance & Company, Nicholas ‘L. 
Brown, Covici-McGee, Lieber & Lewis, M. J. 
Brinteer & Company, and Chelsea House. 

It is hard to realize how the book-trade 
got along without the reprints, and yet the 
firm of Grosset & Dunlap was not among 
those publishing in 1898, and the reprint 
side of A. L. Burt Company had not devel- 
oped, and the great outlet for children’s ser- 
ies of Cupples & Leon was not started, and 
the energetic firms of Reilly & Lee and Barse 
& Hopkins belong to this quarter century, 
as well as George Sully & Company and E. 
T. Clode, and Macaulay Company. 

The field of children’s books has seen the 
addition of Volland & Company and of John 
Martin and Milton Bradley Company. The 
business book field had not begun twenty-five 
years ago, and we now have the big output 
of the new firms of Ronald Press and of A. 
W. Shaw. American university presses have 
grown to large size to supplement the activities 


HE EXHIBIT of fifty finely printed books 
which was first shown at the rooms of 

the American Institute of Graphic Arts in 
New. York, is now on display in Boston at 
the Public Library. It is expected that from 
there it will travel thru different cities, and, 
after twelve months, be followed by another 
exhibit of fifty books made from the next 
twelve months’ production. The American In- 
stitute expects by such exhibits to stimulate 
a wider interest in good book-making. Such 
a plan, regularly carried out, will have, with- 
out doubt, very far-reaching results. 

It is not enough that we have leaders in print- 
ing or that occasional fine books come from 
the press, but for real encouragement there 
needs to be a widespread interest in the sub- 
ject, so that the most careful productions can 
have intelligent criticism and discriminating 
reception and become financially possible thru 
sale. In a group of fifty books, there is 
opportunity to represent varied types of pro- 
duction, so that they do not need to be looked 
at simply as notable examples but really rep- 
resentative books which can be studied with 
profit by anyone interested in books or plan- 
ning to produce books. 

In connection with the Boston exhibit, David 
Silve, W. Arthur Cole and Burton Emmett 


have prepared an attractive leaflet giving de- 
tailed specifications of the books printed. The 
Boston Transcript, in commenting on the col- 
lection, has made summaries of these speci- 
fications showing how many are machine and 
how many hand-set and what the type fonts 
are which have been chosen.

Paper-mak- 
ing has now reached a stage of perfection 
in this country which enables the manufacturer 
of books to put out his product in a cheaper 
material than hand-made paper without ap- 
preciably lowering his standard of work. It 
is the perfect adaptation of paper to the use 
to which it is to be put that makes a variety 
necessary, and there are now machine-made 
papers available for almost every conceivable 
kind of printing.

Watching Bookstore Figures 


Suggestions for Keeping Track of Fall Business 


is HE FOUR months that supply the most 
4 interesting and important figures for the 
bookseller are just ahead, but it is only 
he careful business man that can, on Jan- 
- ary Ist, go to his desk with confidence that 
s stock and bank balance are bot in the 
ndition that gives genuine satisfaction. It 
* 4 poorly established and poorly managed 
a ookstore that cannot do a large business in 
his year-end period, but there are all too 
requent cases when the result of this effort 
S shown in stock left on the shelves. This 
‘a disadvantage to the bookseller, because 
Bee investment in it misrepresents his profit, 
i lisadvantage to the publisher, for it pre- 
et ents his collecting money due and making 
‘Man. “les, and a disadvantage to the public, 
d Mae Cit finds the store occupied with clear- 
Me Over too large a number of weeks.

but the store is unfortunate that has to spend 
all of that period in selling what it needs to 
get rid of rather than that which the public 
is hungry to buy. If the bookseller is to have 
a normal stock inventory on January Ist and 
be ready for vigorous replenishing and for 
purchasing of new titles, he will need for 
each passing month a thoro insight into his 
stock on hand, purchases and sales, and be 
able to prophesy with reasonable accuracy the 
exact effect of the active days between Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. To have such control 
is to be able to meet reasonable needs, is to 
prevent stock shortage in December, and, on 
the other hand, to avoid being stampeded into 
hasty and delayed purchases which reach the 
counters too late. 

In order to visualize one method of keep- 
ing the figures, the statement below is made 
up to show four month’s activity in a book 
business of $60,000 a year.

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of outstanding orders for new books, so that 
current purchases will not total more than 
the probable sales over the period. The keep- 
ing watch of this matter is one of the most 
difficult and most essential things in fall buy- 
ing. Without care and system the early placed 
stock orders which come to hand in Uctober 
and November supplemented by necessary re- 
orders of books that have had good sales 
headway, bring the stock on hand to a total 
that cannot be cleared by January. 

5. Allowance in estimating the total of a 
coming month’s purchases, must always be 
made for special orders and reorders of books 
which suddenly take the lead in demand. No 
bookshop or book department can stock itself 
on October Ist to cover all its needs. There 
must be a margin for quick meeting of new 
demands. 

6. December sales are often about twenty 
per-cent of the whole year, and these sales 
are concentrated in the first three weeks. The 
ability of a store to obtain the greatest pos- 
sible volume at that time will depend on its 
reputation in the community, on its prepared- 
ness in store machinery and on its ability to 
meet the demands for books wanted.

the bookseller from the numerous kinds of 
dealers, agents (modern types of the book- 
hawkers of former days), whose sole object 
is selling, and also from the amateur book 
collector from whom Bibliography has no 
secrets, but who does not take the risks of a 
dealer, remains on the outside of the business 
and has no trade affiliations. 


The fact that he selects and maintains a 
stock characterizes the bookseller. No stock, 
no bookstore! Do not be surprised at so 
paradoxical a formula, since there are peo- 
ple who do not get its meaning. I could give 
you recent examples of that point. The man- 
ner of selecting and keeping up this stock, 
this is what ranks the bookseller among his 
fellows. 

And we now arrive at the questions which 
are assigned to this lecture of this course: 
namely, how must the nucleus of the stock be 
chosen and how is it to be kept up? These 
two questions are the object of our study. 
Tho thus limited, our field is still great enough 
to permit us to cover important ground. I 
shall try to give you something to think 
about as to principles rather than to point 
out exact practice. 
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How must the stock be chosen? The ques- 
tion thus asked does not call for a direct 
reply. You do not expect me to draw up a 
list of titles for the stocking of an average 
bookstore, as one might do in the case of an 
apothecary shop or grocery. There is, indeed, 
the greatest variety in the types of our shops, 
and it is better so. No formula can be given, 
no laws can be laid down to prescribe what 
the bookseller shall select; and no course 
in bookselling would pretend to change this 
state of things because the infinite wealth of 
material and the infinite diversity of human 
personality are the great and outstanding fac- 
tors to be considered.

Different Sort of Competition in Book 
Business 


When the war was ended, two national Book 
conventions were held, out of which came 
leas of co-operation that were unknown be- 
ore the war. That fact is worthy of noting, 
he professional feeling is in it—new devel- 
pmeats are coming almost every moment. 
The establishment of the Maison du Livre 
‘raicais is another positive fact pointing to 
he power of these same coéperative ideas, as 
‘ also the considerable undertaking of the 
ambre Syndicale des Libraires de France. 
Ve all must work together in this and train 
‘ur consciences in regard to the divers ques- 
ions of the corporate problem. 

The book is merchandise but merchandise 
' a peculiar dignity. The characteristics of 
‘s business are such that the bookseller can 
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not and must not speculate in its price. Com- 
petition, therefore, does not act in its usual 
way here, but along different lines. Experience 
has proved that price maintenance safeguards 
at the same time the dignity of the book, that 
of the bookseller and that of the customer. 
A scrupulous honesty in business dealings is, 
therefore, obligatory and only the professional 
organization has the power and the means to 
create and impose it. A careful cultivation 
of our conscience leads us to respect the book 
scrupulously and maintain with our colleagues 
relations of the most perfect courtesy, and 
this is not a small thing. 


Réle of Real Bookseller 


A bookseller who cared nothing for his 
store organization and the practical results of 
his enterprise would be, it is true, a sad man 
of business. I am taking care, therefore, not 
to forget this element of our education. I 
shall not dwell upon the psychology of han- 
dling customers, but remember this :—the book- 
seller does not have to be their slave and he 
can be their guide. No one today disputes the 
role of the real bookseller, and it is more and 
more the custom with publishers to send cus- 
tomers to the booksellers. Here also is an 
application of those new ideas of which I 
have just spoken. The publisher is the agent 
of book-production; the bookseller is the sell- 
ing agent, and he should be the only selling 
agent. This return to specialization is ab- 
solutely in conformity with the principles of 
political economy. It is this rdle of distribut- 
ing agent that justifies the right to discounts 
and a remuneration that strict justice should 
proportion to the effort made and the codpera- 
tion effectively given. In any case, these prac- 
tical considerations on the possible profits of 
the business are neither superfluous nor negli- 
gible. One should never tire of studying them 
and assigning them the important place they 
deserve. 

After these statements you will realize that 
the personality of the bookseller is made up 
of a mixture more or less learned, an amal- 
gam more or less conscious of these different 
elements. You have concluded already that 
your duty is to bend your energies toward the 
futherance of the general ideas and the super- 
ior views that distinguish the conscientious 
bookseller. If this fine theoretical knowledge, 
this delicate taste, this feeling for letters be 
not enhanced by the practical sense, it is in 
vain that your shelves are garnished with the 
most precious bindings and the rarest editions : 
you will be nothing but a collector and your 
shop, be it a salon, could not succeed. ab 

If, on the contrary, the desire for gain 1s 
your only care, your selection will show it, 
and customers will look in vain there for 
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works of science which, as everyone knows, 
bring little or no profit. 


The Perfect Equilibrium 

3etween mathematical and medical works 
the difference is, alas! hardly noticeable. I 
confess it requires a certain amount of disin- 
terestedness to make for these books room 
that only their worth deserves. We need to 
have that quality in large proportion. But 
let us no longer hear this refrain: “We make 
so little out of books” —“Our specialty is 
stationery’—Then don’t call yourself a book- 
seller and don’t come looking for a place 
among us. Possibly you are going to allow 
yourself to disdain popular priced series in 
order to make room only for scholarly sets. 
Take care lest you alienate from your store 
that very interesting class of customers of 
popular taste that your taste might influence 
so beneficially. Perhaps, on the contrary, you 
may prefer to cater to the taste of a too 
jaded public and will neglect to attract the 
connoisseur by stocking the fine book that he 
seeks. May your years of apprenticeship be 
spent in realizing the perfect equilibrium; and 
when the moment comes, it will be without 
effort, automatically, in all confidence and with 
all chances of success that you will draw from 
the treasury of the book-trade the books for 
your stock. You will get nearer and nearer 
the perfect proportion, and you will approach 
closer to that type of bookseller whose devel- 
opment has no limits; you will, in any case, 
stand out more and more clearly from that 
ignorant bookseller,—selfish or parasitical— 
who, one may well hope, will be sooner or 
later excluded from a regenerated organiza- 
tion.

Edward Bok Establishes Prizes Thru Harvard Business School

The day of the advertisement is certainly 
here. 


“The world rewards the man who writes 
a poem or a book or who paints a picture 
in other ways than with the financial return 
which it brings to him. If the university 
can say ‘well done,’ to the writer of the ed- 
itorial, the book, the poem, the play, would 
it not do much for the encouragement of 
another side of literature if the same encom- 
ium were given to the writer of the adver- 
tisement? 


“It was this note that was struck last 
spring by the editor of Collier’s Weekly, Rich- 
ard J. Walsh, himself an expert writer of 
advertisements, in an editorial which came to 
my attention. The 1922 awards in the series 
of Pulitzer Prizes had just been announced 
by the trustees of Columbia University and 
the editorial aptly asked: ‘Here are awards 
for the best play, the best biography, the best 
newspaper editorial, the best novel, the best 
book of poems, and so on. Why has not the 
time come for some one to encourage better 
advertising writing by offering an award for 
the best advertisment during the year?’ 


“There was the idea. The rest was simple. 
It was perfectly natural that, as it was fitting 
for Columbia University, with its School of 
Journalism, to offer awards for journalistic 
and literary endeavor, the mind should nat- 
urally turn to Harvard University, with its 
School of Business Administration, and its 
course therein devoted to advertising to offer 
awards for the encouragement of a better 
quality of advertisement writing and presenta- 
tion. 


“In other words, the recognition of the fact 
that the day of haphazard advertising is over; 
that the advertisement must, in its struc- 
tural quality, be regarded as a unit of effective 
art and that thought in planning and execu- 
tion must be an integral part of an adver- 
tising campaign. It is as a helpful factor in 
these aspects of the field of advertising that 
the Harvard awards are, to the extent of their 
influence, created and placed under auspices 
which ensure for them fairness of judgment 
and dignity of award.” 

The details and conditions for the award 
are set forth by Dean Donham of the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Business Admin- 
istration as follows: 

The awards shall be under three classifica- 


tions: 
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First—A gold medal will be given to the 
individual who is considered by the jury of 
award to have done most to raise the stand- 
ards of advertising thru acts performed or 
brought to a culmination during the year. 


Second—Three prizes of $1,500 each for 
advertising campaigns or systematic research. 
These awards will be given for the best ad- 
vertising campaigns and for the best adver- 
tising research which is believed by the jury. 
to be of practical or scientific value. Only 
advertising campaigns which have been di- 
rected primarily thru the media of newspapers 
or periodicals may be submitted. These awards 
require submission of manuscripts. 


(1) For a national campaign: This award 
will be given for the advertising campaign 
of the year which has come under the con- 
sideration of the jury of award, as the cam- 
paign most conspicuous for the excellence of 
its planning and execution which seeks pub- 
licity on a national scale or over a large ter- 
ritory for products or an institution. 

(2) For a local campaign: This award will 
be given for the advertising campaign of the 
year which has come under the consideration 
of the jury of award as the campaign most 
conspicuous for the excellence of its planning 
and execution which seeks publicity in a rel- 
atively limited territory or in a single locality 
for products or an institution. 

(3) For scientific research in advertising: 
This award will be given for the advertising 
research of the year which has come under 
the consideration of the jury of award as 
most conspicuous because (a) it has brought 
about economy or secured efficiency in ad- 
vertising by producing information of general 
value in furthering the knowledge and science 
of advertising, or (b) it has reduced or pre- 
cluded unwise and wasteful expenditure in 
a specific advertising program. Research con- 
nected with any advertising campaign which 
receives an award under (1) or (2) above 
will not be eligible also for this award. 


Third—For distinguished individual adver- 
tisements: Four prizes of $1,000 each for ex- 
cellence in the technique or substance of par- 
ticular advertisements which have appeared in 
established American or Canadian newspapers 
or periodicals. 

(1) For the advertisement most effective 
in its use of English. 

(2) For the advertisement most effectively 
accomplishing its purpose in a few words, 
with or without illustration. 

(3) For the advertisement most effective 
in its use of typography. 

(4) For the advertisement most effective 
in its use of pictorial illustration in any form.

and it has been with us since Sir William 
Harcourt’s famous Budget took a heavy toll 
of death duties. 

A country-house to-day is faced with three 
possibilities, and one of them has to be taken 
and the others left. It may sell its library, 
it may carry it on without adding to it, and, 
therefore, with little expense, or it may im- 
prove it by the buying of new and rare books. 
What Lord Curzon meant, no doubt, when he 
suggested that the country-house library was 
coming to an end, was the last case. There 
are not many old English families, it is to 
be feared, who can afford to keep a library up 
to date. There is the cost, and even if that 
were not an obstacle, is the thing possible, 
having regard to the huge number of books 
published? It is an affair of ways, as well as 
of means, because money will never be every- 
thing. 

It was easy to keep a country-house library 
going in the days when Dickens and Thack- 
eray and the other famous Victorians were 
writing. The new books of real importance 
were comparatively few, and they almost se- 
lected themselves. My lord instructed his 
bookseller to send him everything written by 
the giants of the time, to have an eye for any 
new writer popping up with a book of qual- 
ity, and, hey, presto! the business was done. 
The books came along as regularly as the 
morning milk from his lordship’s home farm, 
they were unbundled by his librarian, if he 
had one, or, if not by his butler, and they 


were duly enshelved for an immediate or 
later reading. 
The world of books, like the world of 


everything else, has changed mightily since 
then. Some ten thousand volumes leap forth 
every year from our publishing houses, and 
where they all go goodness knows. Perhaps, 
in many cases, it does not matter, but it is 
clear that such a stream of fresh literature 
would drown the old-fashioned country-house 
library. A well-equipped librarian would have 
most of his time occupied in selecting the 
hooks really worthy of places on his shelves. 
He would soon find himself crowded out, 
and, anyhow, one fine morning his employer 
would probably say, quite nicely but mean- 
ingly, “Is it really, the cost apart, worth while 
going on like this when the borrowing of 
current books is now so easy at the circulat- 
ing and public libraries?” 

You begin, when we examine the matter 
closely, to see that modern conditions are, in 
every sort of way, making against the coun- 
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try-house library. It wears an antiquated air, 
even beside the rest of country life, now 
dominated by the motor-car and rising fam- 
ilies. Some of them are probably as much 
interested in books and libraries as the old 
English families were, conventionally, any- 
how. In that case, they will take care of a 
library into whose possession they may have 
come, by rent or by purchase. If there was no 
library to possess they may start one, and, be- 
ing energetic and able to be open-handed, they 
may make it a good library, in which case, 
let all the blessings for so amiable and ad- 
mirable a venture be theirs. 

Perhaps, however, it is safer to assume 
that a new country family will need time to 
evolve its library, because to simple human 
nature the joy of living is more attractive 
than contemplation over books. “Why,” a 
fairly ask, “should I merely 


man may quite 
read about life, when I can live it? I can 
get adventure, romance, almost anything I 


like, so it’s a second-hand business to just 
read about them.” A lady does not even 
ask herself the question, but calls for her 
horse and rides out, or for her motor and 
runs up to London, on luncheon bent at one 
of the fashionable hotels. Who among us is 
to find fault with all this, and yet the human 
factors on which the future of the country- 
house library depends have to be borne in 
mind. You can never estimate possibilities 
at all unless you at least count them in. 

We get, by one road or another, to this: 
that the conditions which made possible and 
made the country-house library of old, are 
passing away beyond redemption, and that, if 


it is to remain a charming English insti- 
tution, it must be on new lines, with new 
people.

Even so, is its place,

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Censorship under the Ancien Régime 


From the Bulletin of the Maison du Livre F rancais 


4 Rigen widespread notoriety that certain re- 
cent novels have attained, the trouble that 
their too great distribution among the public 
has caused, and the prejudices against French 
books in foreign countries resulting from their 
exportation, have made censorship again one 
of the most important questions of the times. 
It is certain that nothing should be neglected 
that will remedy these abuses, but censorship 
is disliked in France. Perhaps, considering 
the use that was made of it under the Ancien 
Régime, this instinctive distrust is only natural. 
Is it justified ? 

Censorship has existed in France since the 
very beginnings of printing. The ordinance 
of Moulins, 1566, read: “The printing of any 
book or pamphlet without our permission is 
prohibited.” The privilege was accorded only 
to authors who had obtained the royal per- 
mission and this permission was given only 
to authors who had submitted their works to 
the censor. 

A primary difficulty, in all questions of cen- 
sorship, is to know what books will be ap- 
proved and which condemned, to establish a 
criterion. The rules during the Ancien Ré- 
gime were as severe as possible. Here is 
how the Avocat General Joly de Fleury de- 
fined them in a letter in 1768: “It appears 
that in the matter of censorship five things 
must be guaranteed by authors; 1, nothing 
which will harm religion; 2, nothing which 
will harm the authority of the King; 3, noth- 
ing which will corrupt the customs of the 
country; 4, nothing which will tend to dis- 
rupt the existing society; 5, nothing con- 
cerning religious controversies, about which 
the King has imposed silence.” 

The second difficulty is the obtaining of 
censors who will apply the rules decided upon. 
The censor could find without great difficulty 
professors of the Sorbonne, priests, lawyers, 
magistrates, doctors, scholars, and men of 
letters who would accept such positions, each 
in his special field. But nearly all of these 
men would be found in Paris and as practi- 
cally all publishing is done in Paris and all 
authors live there one can easily imagine the 
compromises which would take place. If the 
censor were a friend of the author it is hard- 
ly to be expected that he would not give 
a favorable decision, and if he were a rival it 
cannot be denied that jealousy exists between 
men of letters. 

It is interesting to note the judgements of 
censors of that period, as recorded in the 
National Library.

We turn, for example, to pages devoted 
to writers of the twentieth century and select 
at random the name of D. H. Lawrence. Dur- 
ing the year he published “Aaron’s Rod,” 
which is described and priced. The most im- 
portant reviews, 8 in number, are mentioned 
and located. A short story, “The Horse Deal- 
er’s Daughter,” is noted. “Tortoises” pub- 
lished by Thomas Seltzer is listed as are the 
reviews of it. Special articles about Law- 
rence appearing in the Literary Review by 
Henry Seidel Canby and in the Times Book 
Review by Henry James Forman and in the 
New Republic by Paul Rosenfield are men- 
tioned. 

Such detailed information will be most val- 
uable for anyone doing research work or 
writing a paper on the current novelists, espe- 
cially when supplemented by the index of the 
previous year. 

As the index brings all the authors together 
for each century, it is easy to turn from one 
contemporary to another, and in that way get 
suggestions for comparative studies. There is 
a list of four articles on Sherwood Anderson, 
beside the entry of his one book of that year; 
of a dozen or more reviews of Willa Cather’s 
“One of Ours”; of three articles on Herges- 
heimer and a score of signed reviews on his 
“Bright Shawl”; of six articles on Sinclair 
Lewis and a score of signed reviews on “Bab- 
bitt,” etc. The modern authors that have re- 
ceived the greatest amount of reviewing and 
discussion during the year, judging by the 
number of entries, would seem to be Bernard 


Shaw, John Masefield, John Galsworthy, 
Walter de la Mare, Eugene O’Neill and H. G. 
Wells. 


That newcomers in the field are not over- 
looked is shown by the entry of Thomas 
S. Stribling, author of “Birthright,” Herbert

ARTBURG CASTLE, in which Mar- 

tin Luther completed his translation of 

the Bible, has been closed to tourists 
because of financial difficulties, and the guides 
and caretakers have been dismissed. Wart- 
burg to-day is passing thru one of the gloom- 
jest periods of its long career. The great 
iron gates are bolted for the first time in 
generations.
